PARIS SCHOOL 
OF SEX 


Ø It is a scientifically proven fact that man is one of 
the very few animals that must be taught the “art of love.” 
As any sexologist, psychologist or unsatisfied man or woman 
will tell you, skillful, rewarding sex techniques must be — 
and can be — learned. And in several cities of Europe — 
notably Paris (naturally) — actual “schools’ for love” 
have been established to teach eager “students” the finer 
points of the love art. 

FOTO-RAMA’s top writer, Wayne Douglas, was as- 
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signed to get the inside story of 
Paris’ most famous school for 
love. Here is his story: 

Madame B.’s school for love 
is located in an average-looking 
building on a quiet residential- 
business street in a middle-class 
section of Paris. Madame B. ran 
a brothel for many years, then 
decided that there was an op- 
portunity to do something even 
more worthwhile for her fellow 
man. So she bought the build- 
ing and turned it into a school 
for love. 

I rang the door chimes and 
was graciously welcomed by 
Madame 8. herself, an attrac- 
tive motherly woman in her late 
forties. It was about 9 o’clock 
in the evening, and as she took 
my coat, Madame B. beckoned 
me to follow her to one of the 
“beginner’s sessions,” which was 
about to commence. I was 
ushered into a small, dimly lit 
room that looked like a vary 
plush bedroom, with its large- 
sized double bed and dressers. 
But there were mirrors set in 
strategic positions on the wall 
and in the low ceiling: And on 
a raised platform to one side of 
the bed there were two rows of 


chairs, ten in all. Several young: 


men and women were already 
in the room, chatting softly. 
When Madame B. entered, they 
sat down. I took a seat also. 
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Madame B. spoke a few words 
of introduction in French, then 
repeated them in English, and I 
surmised that a few of the stu- 
dents were American. She then 
quietly pulled aside a curtain. 
Through the doorway a stun- 
ning young blonde entered, 
dressed in the filmiest of black 
negligees. Behind her followed 
a tall, handsome young man 
wearing a dark blue robe. 

There was a slight shuffling of 
feet and clearing of throats 
among the students as the cou- 
ple sat down on the bed and the 
man began to gently, lovingly 
kiss the girl. This, Madame B. 
explained softly, was the love- 
play that would begin to arouse 
the young womar, who was, 
theoretically, not fully exper- 
ienced in sex and needed a good 
deal of gentle, patient prelimin- 
ary love-play before actual inter- 
course. 

As the love-play progressed, it 
was obvious that the young cou- 
ple were enjoying themselves 
thoroughly. Madame B. kept up 
a detailed, running commentary 
on the exciting proceedings, in 
French and English. (She had 
told me previously that the cou- 
ple were man and wife, both 
highly sexed and very much in 
love. They "taught" at her 
school to augment their in- 
come.) 
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There was a soft intake of 
breaths as the man slowly re- 
moved the girl’s negligee, re- 
vealing her large but firm 
breasts, long slim legs and flat 
belly. He then removed his robe 
and all could see that he was 
well suited as both a lover and 
a teacher of the art of love. The 
preliminaries were over, the 
audience was hushed now, al- 
most as if they had projected 
themselves into the bodies of the 
ecstatic lovers engaged in the 
world’s most exciting and uni- 
versal pleasure. 

Madame B. continued her 
commentary, but quieter now, to 
match the mood of everyone in 
the room. I could not take my 
eyes from the figures on the bed. 
I followed their every skillful, 
passionate movement as they 
varied their techniques several 
times, with Madame B. explain- 
ing each movement. 

The “class” continued for 
ever an hour, and when it was 
over, everyone seemed to feel an 
almost sexual release. The lights 
were turned out, the "instruc- 
tors" discreetly left the room, 
and brighter lights came om. 
Then Madame B. conducted a 
discussion and question-and-an- 
swer period in which all ques- 
tions were fully answered. The 
discussions on the finer points of 
love art were quite lively. 


Later, Madame B. and I 
talked of several matters relat- 
ing to the love school. I was 


curious as to what. had prompt- 


ed her to start her school for 
love. She was quite eager to talk 
and began in her excellent Eng- 
lish. : 
“I had learned, during my 
own days as a prostitute and a 
miadame, that few average men 
or women really know the first 
thing about the true art of love. 
They think that a simple ‘roll 
in the hay, as you Americans 
call it, is all that is needed; they 
ignore the tenderness of sex, the 
emotions involved, the subtle re- 
lationship and delicacy of the 
love art. So many men are 
clumsy, and so many women are 
fearful when it comes to sex. 
We do our best to make good 
lovers of the men and good mis- 
tresses of the women." 
Madame B. said that her stu- 
dents are boys in their teens sent 
to the school by their wise 
fathers; girls sent by wise 
mothers; couples, either married 
or unmarried who want to im- 
prove their sex techniques; and 
older married couples whose sex 
life needs some variety or re- 
juvenation. For the latter group, 
Madame B. explained that the 
school condueted classes in what 
she called “advanced  tech- 
niques. She then took me to this 
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“classroom,” which was much 
the same as the first, except that 
the students were more mature 
— in their thirties and forties — 
as were the instructors who, 
however, we no less attractive or 
skillful than the younger couple 
in the beginner’s class. 

Once again, I found myself 
excited as the love-teachers went 
through their erotic session. 
Every far-out technique known 
was demonstrated in the class; 
several of which are considered 
to be perversions by the average 
person. But the pärticipants 
were raised to heights of sexual 
passion that seemed to exceed 
that of the couple in the begin- 
ner’s class that had practiced 
only “normal” sex. These refine- 
ments, explained Madame B. to 
the class, were often what took 
boredom out of the sex lives of 
people who had become jaded 
or had grown so used to each 
other that they fallen into a pat- 
tern of sameness in their sex re- 
lationship. 

Later, during the discussion, 
it was apparent that all of the 
students had been convinced 
that no sex practice that in- 
creased sexual pleasure could be 
called a perversion, an opinion 
that is shared by the leading 
psychologists and sexologists of 
the world. 

After this class, Madame B 
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discussed other aspects of her 
school for love. She said that 
her applications were very care- 
fully screened so as to be cer- 
tain to exclude thrill-seekers, 
sexual psychopaths, trouble- 
makers and self-styled reform- 
ers. She explained that she never 
had trouble with the “author- 
ities” because several high of- 
ficials were students at the 
school or sent their sons or 
daughters there. She said that 
she looked upon herself as a 
missionary of sex who was try- 
ing to bring enlightment to the 
world's sexual savages who, 
though civilized in other ways, 
were still ignorant on the sub- 
ject of sexual fulfillment. 

As I left Madame B. I said 
that I hoped her idea of sex 
schools would spread throughout 
the world, bringing the enlight- 
enment and happiness she hoped 
for. E

And she has a particular “clientell” which consists 
of a half-dozen “regulars” — men she likes and who do 
not repel her physically. They always take her out on a 
regular date — dancing, to the theater or night-clubbing

Myra got started in the 
“game” or “business”. about 
three years ago, almost accident- 
ally. She had just broken up 
with her fiancee. On a date with 
a man who was sympathetic, at- 
tractive and very persuasive, she 
oonsented to sleep with him. 
(She was not a virgin.) They 
went to a motel, and when Myra 
awoke next morning, the man 
was gone. He had left a fifty- 
dollar bill in Myra’s pocketbook. 
That was the beginning. 

At first, it was rather difficult 
getting across to a date that she 
was willing to have intercourse 
with him — for a price. “I 
didn’t want it to look as if I 
were a prostitute,’ Myra ex- 
plains. “So I'd hint that I was 
a little short of money that 
month—for the rent, for a doc- 
tor bill for my poor old mother. 
They go the hint. Before long, 
I had a few “regulars” — the 
word had been passed around 
discreetly. And I was damned 
particular about the man. I’ve 
said ‘No’ to quite a few of them 
for various reasons. I don’t like 
sex-nuts — you know — the 
kind that like to do off-beat 
things. None of that for me. 
And a few just didn’t appeal to 
me — too old, too fat, bad 
breath; that kind of thing. A 


real prostitute takes anybody. 
Not me.” 

In spite of Myra’s selectivity, 
she did run across a “sex-nut.” 
Myra described him as an 
average guy — young, rather 
nice-looking, with plenty of 
money.” He had been recom- 
mended by one of her “regu- 
lars.” 

“Sid was nice,” Myra said, 
“yet there was a feeling I had 
about him that I couldn’t ex- 
plain. It wasn’t anything that 
he said or did, but just a feel- 
ing that told me to say “no” and 
get away from him. But I con- 
vinced myself that it was just my 
imagination. It could have cost 
me my life.” 

Sid turned out to be that most 
dangerous of all “sex-nuts” — 
a sadist. He liked to knock his 
women around a little before 
having sex relations with them 
— he wasn’t able to have rela- 
tions unless he did so. And Myra 
seemed to arouse his sadistic 
tendencies to a horrifying de- 
gree. He blackened her eye, 
chipped one of her teeth and 
cracked two ribs before she was 
able to knock him out with a 
heavy steel candlestick. Myra 
figures she was lucky to get 
away without more serious in- 
juries, or even the loss of her 
life. 

“Of course, he was all apol- 
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ogies later. Said he’d had too 
much to drink. But I got rid 
of him fast and he hasn’t called 
me. He’d better not. And I also 
refused to see the guy who gave 
him my phone number.” 

Myra’s “fee” is fifty dollars. 
She estimates that she averages 
$250 a month in her “part-time 
job,” most of which goes into 
her now substantial bank ac- 
count. (It’s tax-free, of course. ) 
Myra hopes to get married 
some day and feels that the 
money she’s earning will be a 
“dowry,” something to get start- 
ed with. Will she tell her hus- 
band-to-be about her past ac- 
tivities? 

“I really don’t know,” says 
Myra. “I suppose the honest, 
fair thing to do would be to tell 
him before we’re married and 
let him decide whether or not 
he still wants to marry me. I 
think that a liberal-minded man 
wouldn’t care, since I’m not ac- 
tually a prostitute; and there 
are girls who don’t take money 
that have probably slept with 

- more men than I ever will. But 
I don’t know . . .” 

Besides the money that her 
“Johns” pay her, she often re- 
ceives gifts from them — on her 
birthdays, Christmas, or simply 


because of their generosity. A. 


stereo rig, color TV, jewelry are 
among the more expensive gifts

she’s gotten. One of her wealth- 
ier men wanted very much to 
set her up in an apartment per- 
manently, as his mistress. 

“He offered me just about 
anything a woman could want 
— a beautiful apartment, my 
own bank account with several 
thousand dollars in it, a new 
car and a “retainer” — as he 
put it — for my exclusive serv- 
ices. But I refused. I don’t want 
to be a kept woman because I 
feel it’s just not right. And be- 
sides, it would restrict my free- 
dom at least as much as being 
married. It was a tempting offer, 
though.” 

Myra’s part-time prostitution 
is not uncommon. She herself 
knows of two other young 
women who take money for 
their sexual services but who 
work at full-time office jobs. 
They, like Myra, date on a non- 


sexual basis and one is engaged 


to be married. 

How many other young 
women are part-time prosti- 
tutes? No one can say with any 
certainty. Perhaps the cute 
young secretary in your office, 
the waitress in the restaurant in 
which you eat or the house wife 
next door are “supplementing 
their income” in the world’s old- 
est profession.

ll Woman in her thirties is beginning to wonder about her appear- 
ance, her attractiveness to men, and a little compliment goes a 
long way.

Eavesdropping has be- 
come a fine art, and 
before very long, 
privacy will be a thing 
of the past. 


M The most intimate aspect 
of every human being's life 
is his sexual activity but in 
America, your sex life can no 
longer be called private. Not 
even your most secret sex acts 
— or subconscious desires — 
are able to escape the sex 
spies. In school, on the job. 
in hotels, your apartment 
house, your very bedroom, 
you cannot escape the prying 
ears and eyes of the eaves- 
droppers. Alone at last? 
That's what you think! Take 
an extreme hypothetical case, 
with yourself as the victim: 

You have just returned 
from a date with a beautiful 
girl — who has willingly con- 
sented to come up to your 
posh bachelor apartment, 
"for a little drink." You live 
in,a new apartment house in 
a large city. It is equipped 
with closed circuit "TV re- 
in each apartment 
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ceivers 


and a TV camera in the lob- 
by, so each tenant can check 
on who is ringing his door- 
bell. And in the self-service 
elevator there is also a TV 
camera so that the doorman 
can check the elevator to 
make certain no one is being 
raped or robbed. So you step 
into the elevator with your 
date and on the way to your 
floor, you both become very 
amorous, perhaps even en- 
gaging in some heavy pet- 
ting, since it’s late at night 
and no one rings for the 
elevator. But, unknown to 
you, the doorman likes to 
amuse himself during the 
long, boring hours of the 
night, so when a young 
couple get on the elevator, he 
runs to his TV camera to 
watch the elevator action — 
and tonight you and your 
girl are the “action.” And 
there he stands, drooling over 
the two of you. And things 
set so good that he calls in 
the superintendent and the 
service elevator operator and 
they get their kicks — at your 
expense. And this is just the 
beginning. When you get 
into your apartment, you 
make the drinks and sit 


down on your sofa and be- 
gin to talk, and the talk be- 
comes very, very intimate as 
you try to convince your girl 
of the pleasures of the bed 
— with you. And just across 
the courtyard, a jokester of a 
neighbor has tuned in a small 
transistorized electronic de- 
vice called a parabolic micro- 
phone which can pick up and 
amplify a whisper at up to 
forty feet away. Your every 
word is audible to his eager 
ears. 

After finally convincing 
the girl that she should re- 
tire to your bedroom, the 
parabolic mike follows you 
and every sigh, laugh and 
moan is also audible. And 
his microphone has been 
joined by a tiny tape record- 
er that has been cleverly con- 
cealed in your air condition- 
er. Every sound you and the 
girl make is recorded for 
posterity — or a judge, since 
perhaps you or the lady has 
a spouse who is gathering 
evidence for a divorce suit. 
And since pictures are even 
stronger evidence, while you 
are in passionate embrace an 
automatic camera hidden in 
a heating grill is silently 


snapping pictures. And just 
to make sure that nothing 
has been overlooked, a but- 
ton-sized microphone whose 
wire leads to the adjoining 
apartment picks up your 
words, which are then jotted 
down in the notebook of a 
private detective. 

Impossible? No, it hap- 
pens every day. And this sex- 
snooping is a growing phen- 
omenon in our wide-open so- 
ciety in which no man is ever 
really alone. 

The electronic technicians 
have come up with a great 
number of tiny, sensitive de- 
vices that can be hidden al- 
most anywhere and can pick 
up every sound made in a 
room and either record it or 
transmit it to an eavesdrop- 
per. 

Telephone tapping is one 
of the most widespread meth- 
ods of checking on your per- 
sonal life. Law enforcement 
agencies are constantly agi- 
tating for greater freedom to 
place wiretaps ‘on the tele- 
phones of suspected crimin- 
als — bookies, racketeers and 
other criminals — saying that 
this is the best method of 
gathering evidence against 
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them. But when state or Fed- 
eral laws are passea permit- 
ting indiscriminate wiretap- 
ping, no one’s conversations 
are private. In New York 
City recently, a wiretapping 
ring was uncovered that con- 
sisted of private detectives, 
technicians and two em- 
ployees of the telephone 
company. They were able to 
tap the telephones of over 
100,000 telephone subscrib- 
ers. And they could use the 
information they gathered 
for any purpose they desired, 
legal or illegal. The ring was 
finally broken up by the po- 
lice. 

The sex spies may be legit- 
imate police officers who are 
diligently working to appre- 
hend suspected criminals by 
strictly legal methods. Some 
states have laws which allow 
wire-tapping and the “bug- 
ging” of private homes or of- 
fices with tape recorders or 
microphones. But sometimes 
the police resort to illegal 
methods to obtain informa- 
tion. They have broken into 
homes to plant microphones 
in living rooms and tape re- 
corders in bedrooms, hoping 
to obtain evidence but un- 
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doubtedly picking up some 
highly intimate sounds. And 
it they can do it to a sus- 
pected criminal, they can do 
it to you. 

Far worse than the intru- 
sions of official law enforce- 
ment officers are the snoop- 
ing activities of private de- 
tectives. They are mainly 
employed by husbands and 
wives to gather evidence for 
divorce suits. The detectives 
use all the devices at their 
command in doing so: tape 
recorders, the above men- 
tioned parabolic micro- 
phones, cameras with tele- 
photo lenses, tiny cameras 
that can be hidden in the 
palm of the hand or in a suit 
lapel. Their job is made easi- 
er by the paper-thin walls in 
many newer apartment 
houses and suburban homes. 
Quite often, all the private 
investigator has to do is ask 
the people next door about 
the sex lives of his neighbors 
to get all the evidence he 
needs. 

Though there is a Consti- 
tutional ban on official police 
officers engaging in “unlaw- 
ful seizure and search," this 
does not apply to private

agencies. Thus, private de- 
tectives can burst in on you 
while you're engaged in an 
intimate act with a woman 
who is not your wife and 
gather photographic evi- 
dence which can be used 
against you in a divorce suit. 
And there is no legal statute 
that mentions anything 
about a “right to privacy.” 
Not even your subcon- 
scious desires and fantasies 
are safe from the prying of 


the sex spies. Many business 
firms require job applicants 
to take all manner of psy- 
chological tests in which he 
will unknowingly reveal 
much about his active sex 
life and even more about 
subconscious urges that even 
he does not know about. 
These are the so-called “per- 
sonality analysis” tests in 
which the applicant is asked, 
among other things, to com- 
plete such statements as: 
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“My greatest fear is. 

“Most girls 

My greatest worry. 

The applicant may also be 
questioned about his feelings 
of guilt and loneliness; about 
his dreams and whether or 
not he thinks he is mental - 
ly healthy. 

The questions may sound 


fairly routine and innocent 


to most people, but the an- 
swers reveal much to the 
trained psychologists who are 
retained by the business 
companies to evaluate the 
job-seeker’s personality as 
shown by his answers. But 
perhaps the worst part of 
these tests is that they are not 
entirely accurate, can be 
manipulated by a man who 
knows the right“ answers 
(he'll get the job) and can - 
not possibly determine, in 
themselves, the sum total of 
a man's personality. 

The psychological tests are 
not the worst methods that a 
company may use to strip 
bare a job-seeker's psyche. 
Lie detectors may be used if 
a man gets past the battery 
of “pencil-and-paper” tests. 
His innermost sexual secrets 
are probed, prodded and 
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poked while he sweats it out 
with the lie detector's elec- 
trodes and blood pressure 
band attached to his body. 
No question is too intimate 
for the "interviewer" to toss 
at his victim. Nothing es- 
capes the impersonal little 
needle of the lie detector as 
it travels across the paper, 
jumping as the interviewer 
asks, for instance, whether or 
not the victim has ever en- 
gaged in a homosexual act or 
if he has been unfaithful to 
his wife. And not'even the 
most skillful liar can mask 
the truth about himself. And 
the man who has perhaps 
committed some youthful, 
foolish indiscretion may have 
the entire course of his life 
changed for the worse. 
Many isolated: incidents of 
invasion of personal privacy 
are more frightening than 
the organized type of spying. 
A high school boy on the 
West Coast whose father was 
a radical right-winger at- 
tempted to get evidence that 
a  liberal-minded school 
teacher was a Communist 
and an atheist by planting a 
tiny tape recorder in a 
scooped-out textbook and

taking it to class. He baited 
the teacher, trying to get him 
to make incriminating re- 
marks, but failed because the 
teacher was not a Red or an 
atheist. And in a large Mid- 
western city a businessman 
installed a tape recorder in 
the ladies room of his fac- 
tory “just for fun” and 
played back the conversa- 
tions he heard. 

When we go shopping in 
a department store, hidden 
TV cameras watch our every 
move; in banks our transac- 
tions are photographed; our 


neighbors spy on us; private 
detectives “bug” our homes. 
Where is this incessant inva- 
sion of privacy leading? In 
George Orwell’s frightening 
book 1984, a society was por- 
trayed in which every person 
was watched 24 hours a day 
by TV cameras placed -in 
homes, offices, factories and 
even on the streets. No one 
escaped its ever-present eye, 
and all deviations from ac- 
cepted conduct were severely 
punished. The world of Or- 
well’s 1984 may be closer 
than we think.

You would think the female 
scorpion would deeply appre- 
ciate such flattering male atten- 
tion and be grateful, yet the very 
opposite is the case. After a final 
ecstatic embrace under a rock or 
garden pot, the mating of the 
male and female scorpion ends 
with a solitary wedding break- 
fast. 
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Should man ever 
adopt the laws 
of the insect 
world, the little 
woman might 
look like this. 


No one or what 
species this femal 
belongs to but with 
those claws she sure 
could do some mighty 

fancy devouring.

Female spiders display an 
equally callous attitude towards 
their boy friends. They frequent- 
ly attack and tear them to pieces 
when they consider the males 
are not concentrating sufficient- 
ly upon what they are doing. An 
insufficiently aroused female 
spider always prefers munching 
the male rather than mating 
with him if he shows signs of 
becoming bored. 

To give themselves at least a 
fighting chance of escaping with 
their lives, some male spiders tie 
down their female partners with 
threads attached to the ground 
so that they can’t claw or bite. 

Even more deadly than the 
spider or scorpion is the female 
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praying mantis which sometimes 
gobbles up her mate in the very 
act of making love. 

Wrote famed French entomol- 
ogist Jean Henri Fabre: “If the 
poor fellow is loved by his lady 
as the vivifier of her ovaries, he 
is also loved as a piece of highly- 
flavored game.”

After covering this wing- 
breaking distance under their 
own power, and obliging the fe- 
male with a vigorous act of love, 
many of the males die from sheer 
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exhaustion.

and emits an overpowering smell 
from musk glands in his tail and 
lower jaw. All for the love of 
a lady croc who just lies there 
and eyes him with withering 
contempt. ` 

Female fiddler crabs force

Wl The following incidents of police 
brutality are verified, documented ac- 
counts, some of them backed up by eye- 
witnesses, photographs or reports in some 
of the nation's most respected news- 
papers: 

In Cleveland, Ohio, two young col- 
lege students had just finished a night's 
work at their part-time jobs and were 
waiting at a bus terminal for the bus 
to take them home. It was four a.m. The 
cop on the beat walked into the terminal 
and for no apparent reason asked the 
men for their identification. One of them 
reached for his wallet, whereupon the 
cop kicked him. Then he placed both 
of the young men under arrest. At the 
local police station they were brutally 
beaten, and their genitals injured. They 
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were threatened with death if 
they were ever seen on the 
streets again, thrown into jail 
overnight without being allowed 
to see a doctor or lawyer. In the 
morning they were charged with 
disorderly conduct. 

In New York City, a small 
group of peace marchers, young 
men and women, gathered to 
picket peacefully for an end to 
the war in Viet Nam. Mounted 
cops charged them, injuring 
several, clubbed them and 
dragged several of them off to 
jail. 

In Berkeley, University of 
California students picketing 
and demonstrating for freedom 
of speech and political rights, 
were dragged down flights of 
steps, their spines deliberately 
bumped against the stone stairs, 
and both the men and young 
girls forced to submit to the in- 
dignities of needless searches of 
their persons. Later, hundreds of 
these students, who were asking 
only for their basic Constitu- 
tional rights, were taken to jail 
where they were jammed into 
tiny cells like cattle on the way 
to slaughter. 

In Cleveland, Ohio, which 
seems to make a specialty of po- 
lice brutality against its citizens, 
a man sitting in his own car, in 
front of his own house, was shot 
dead by a motorcycle cop who 
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said the man had reached for 
a gun in the car’s glove compart- 
ment. But no gun was found 
anywhere in the car, and the 
dead man’s right hand was 
locked to the steering wheel in 
a death grip and had to be pried 
off. 

The police brutality that takes 
place in Southern states against 
Negroes is well known. The use 
of firehoses, vicious police dogs 
and tear gas is common, as are 
beatings of both men and wom- 
en in Southern jails. And there 
were rumors of sexual offenses 
against Negro girls by sheriffs 
and their deputies. It has been 
alleged also that local law en- 
forcement officers sometimes are 
members of terrorist gangs — 
such as the Ku Klux Klan — 
who beat and torture Negroes 
and white civil rights workers. 

One case of alleged police 
brutality that brought death to 
a teen-ager occurred in New 
York City’s Harlem when Police 
Lieutenant Thomas R. Gilligan 
shot and killed a 15-year-old 
Negro boy, James Powell, when, 
according to Gilligan, the boy 
came at him with a penknife. 
The occurrence sparked six 
nights of wild rioting and loot- 
ing in Harlem and the Bedford- 
Stuyvesant sections of New York, 
during which it was feared that 
hundreds might be killed and 
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Members of the 
female sex do not 
necessarily escape 
rough treatment.

The subject of police brutal- 
ity is one that immediately 
arouses the anger of police of- 
ficials and puts them on the de- 
fensive. They invariably deny 
that police brutality even exists 
and usually accuse the person 
who was arrested of "resisting 
arrést” or assault against the po- 
lice officer. Either charge can

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arrested person appears bruised 
and battered. And once in the 
hands of the police, a person is 
often held for many hours be- 
fore he is allowed to even notify 
his family or friends that he has 
been arrested. There are many 
cases in which the Constitu- * 
tional rights of citizens have 
been violated by arrogant police 
officers who feel that they are 
above the very laws that they 
have sworn to uphold. Men have 
been held in jails and interro- 
gated without sleep for days — 
once again without being per- 
mitted the right of counsel — 
until they confessed to crimes 
they had not actually com- 
mitted. 

When accusations of police 
brutality are made by a citizen 
— and he follows through by 
getting a lawyer to bring charges 
— the police officer who is ac- 
cused is — in most of America’s 


communities — not brought to 
a court. New York’s system is 
typical: 


The accusations against the 
officer are investigated by a 
board made up principally of 
police officers and ex-police of- 
ficers! Is it any wonder that 
very rarely is a police officer 
even censured for brutality? It 
is the word of the citizen against 
that of the police officer, and 
with the “jury” made up as it 


is, there is little doubt as to 
whose word will be accepted as 
truth. 

In New York City, after the 
killing of the boy by Lieutenant 
Gilligan, there were loud and 
angry demands for a civilian re- 
view board to be set up to in- 
vestigate mounting charges of 


police brutality, particularly 
against Negroes and Puerto 
Ricans. Immediately, Police 


Commissioner Murphy said that 
such a board would undermine 
the moral of police officers and 
that he could not permit “out- 
siders” to interfere with the af- 
fairs of the Police Department. 


Obviously, the Commissioner 
cares little for the moral of those 
who are being brutalized by the 
members of the police force. 
And by what perverse reasoning 
does he arrive at the conclusion 
that the citizens of New York 
City are “outsiders” in their re- 
lationship to the Police Depart- 
ment? He has ignored the fact 
that -in other major cities, such 
as Philadelphia, charges of po- 
lice brutality are investigated by 
such a civilian review board. 
And there, charges of brutality 
against policemen have actually 
decreased, since those who bring 
such charges falsely fear having

The cop on the beat is the 
average citizen’s first — and 
usually only — contact with the 
law, and his conduct should thus 
be above reproach, even more 
so than judges, lawyers and 
high-ranking police officials. 
And repeated accusations of 
brutality which go uninvesti- 
gated injure the police. They 
are not respected by the cit- 


izenry and are considered fair 
many of

game” by people, 
a never-ending war with the 
forces of authority and that 
the cop is the representa- 
tive of everything that they hate. 
Thus, in making arress, no mat- 
ter how gently a police officer 
may be treating the suspected 
law-breaker, he is liable to be 
set upon by a mob. 

People must learn to respect 
law enforcement officers, but 
they will not do so if they are 
called “outsiders” by well-mean- 
ing but overzealous police com- 
missioners, and if “trials” of po- 
lice officers accused of brutality 
are conducted within the walls 
of police headquarters by police 
officers themselves.
